U nder th e new sta te law' th a t p er­ 


m its a liquor and beer license to 
every 1 ,0 0 0 in h ab itan ts, two boroughs 


an d ten tow nships in Adam s coun­ 
ty are en titled to an increase in the 
num ber of licenses, th e liquor con­ 
trol board pointed o u t today. 
T here are 282 boroughs and tow n­ 
ships in th e sta te w hich are e n ­ 
titled to increases under the new 
law, th e board revealed. 
In cases w here th e boroughs or
